“We knew Homecoming was 
going to cost $20,000, so we expect- 
ed a minimum of $5,000 from the 
SA,” Salinas said. “The rest of this 
year’s budget, including spending 
for Spring Fling, was based on that 
assumption.” 

But Salinas and PB Parties 
Committee Chair Omar Ashmawy 
said they do not expect the dis- 
agreement with the SA to affect 
Saturday’s events. Salinas said PB 
already has paid for all amuse- 
ments for the event, including 
$7,500 to hire the Lemonheads to 
play. 

“We’ve already paid for the 
amusements, the cups, the T-shirts 
and the entertainment,” Salinas 
said. “The only thing left we could 
cut is the food.” 

But Salinas and Ashmawy said 
Tuesday they still expect all 
aspects of the events to go on as 
planned. 

“We’re going to pull through 
and make it the best event that we 
can,” Ashmawy said. 

Salinas said he blames the dis- 
agreement on the “ambiguity” of 
the SA’s financial bylaws, which he 
said do not clearly specify when a 
group must present its budget in 
order for the SA to allocate funds. 

“This is no longer just a PB-SA 
thing,” Salinas said. “Just because 
a senator might feel slighted or 
have a personal vendetta, why 
should it negatively affect the 
entire campus? 

“The SA doesn’t understand 
why we need to spend so much 
money on things like this,” he

GW Hospital names new CEO 


Phillip Schaengold will 
oversee merger with UHS

The GW Medical Center and Universal Health 
Services Inc. named Phillip S. Schaengold the hospi- 
tal’s new chief executive officer this week. 

“I am honored to join The George Washington 
University Medical Center,” Schaengold said in a 
press release. “This nationally recognized University, 
hospital and renowned academic center have long tra- 
ditions of excellence and service to the community.” 

Schaengold comes to GW from Detroit, where he 
served as president and CEO of Sinai Health Systems 
for five years. Sinai was affiliated with the University 
of Michigan and Wayne State University. 

“Mr. Schaengold has extensive experience manag- 
ing hospitals and medical systems affiliated with aca- 
demic medical centers,” said Michael G. Servais in a 
press release, senior vice president of acute care oper- 
ations for UHS. “He has a strong track record of com- 
munity service and a proven ability in managing com- 
plex institutions.” 

He also served as CEO of the Menorah Medical 
Center in Kansas City, Mo., from 1986 to 1992. 

Schaengold holds a bachelor’s degree in pharmacy 
from the University of Cincinnati’s College ^ 
of Pharmacy, a master’s degree in business 
administration from the University of 
Cincinnati and a law degree from Northern 
Kentucky University. 

He serves on the Board of Trustees for 
the National Committee for Quality Health 
Care, the Barbara Ann Karamanos Cancer Institute 
and the Jewish Home for the Aged, as well as for sev- 
eral Michigan hospital associations. 

“Phillip Schaengold’s exceptional background man- 
aging academic medical centers and his development 
of an integrated health care delivery system for the 
Detroit community make him uniquely qualified to 
lead our hospital and teaching facility,” GW President 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg said. “We welcome him to 
our community with great enthusiasm.” 

“I am committed to fulfilling and enhancing

GWUMC’s historic academic and charitable missions, 
and my experience with academic medical centers in 
large metropolitan areas gives me a solid understand- 
ing of the challenges faced by (the medical center),” 
Schaengold said. 

Schaengold introduced himself to 
the community at Monday night’s Foggy 
Bottom Association meeting. 

“Working in Washington, D.C., and 
with the George Wa.shington University 
was an opportunity I could not overlook,” 
Schaengold said at the meeting. 
“GWUMC is one of the most well-known institutions 
in the country.” 

UHS and GW signed a partnership last month, 
granting UHS 80 percent control of the hospital. UHS 
will provide an immediate commitment of $80 million 
as part of a total investment of $125 million during 
the next 10 years for enhancement of the hospital’s 
operations. 

“(Schaengold’s) expertise will be critical in oversee- 
ing the $125 million modernization project,” Servais 
said.

Richard Wright, vice president 
for development for Universal 
Health Services Inc. spoke to mem- 
bers of the Foggy Bottom 
Association Monday alMut his com- 
pany’s partnership with GW 
Hospital and what it will mean for 
community members. 

“We’re going to come here emd 
sustain this institution and hopeful- 
ly improve it,” Wright said at the 
FBA meeting. 

He promised community mem- 
bers that prices will not increase 
and that none of the hospital’s staff 
will be laid off. 

“It’s always been our policy to 
keep fees competitive in this mar- 
ketplace,” Wright said. “Our mission 
is very comparable to the non- 


profit (hospital).” 

Wright explained that UHS 
could make a profit on the hospital 
by buying supplies at a lower price. 

“We can lower supply costs by 20 
to 40 percent,” he said. “We intend to 
write a new book on competition.” 

Wright also introduced Phillip S. 
Schaengold as the new chief execu- 
tive officer of the hospital. 

“This is an excellent opportunity 
for me to assist an academic center 
of excellent reputation,” Schaengold 
said. “The University and UHS have 
made a commitment to take GW 
Hospital to new heights ” 

Wright also discussed the 
Nonprofit Hospital Conversion Act, 
piending before the District Council, 
that would regulate the sale of non- 
profit hospitals to for-profit 
companies.

Hall programs aim 
to attract residents

Residence hall and Office of 
Residential Life staff attempt to 
enhance student life with a variety 
of educational and social events that 
draw widely varying levels of partic- 
ipation. 

“(Resident hall council events) 

1 are there to enhemce student life 
outside the classroom,” Director of 
' Residential Life Sheila Curtin said. 

Resident assistant Oliver Stone 
agreed. “College is not just about 
books, it’s about life. Students 
broaden their horizons by delving 
into different things.” 

Event organizers said that stu- 
dents only get out of the programs 
what they put into them, but some 
students said hall programming is a 
! waste of time and resources. 

“I encourage them to start doing 
smaller programs to meet the needs 
of the members,” Curtin added. “I 
think the needs are being met.” 

But Jordan Matyas, a freshman 
who lives in the Aston, said the 
needs of freshmen me not met by 
residence hall programming. He 
said the hotel setting was not bene- 
ficial for him. He noted that his hall 
council, of which he is a member, did 
not plan many activities to enhance 
students’ lives. 

j ORL records show that the Aston 
I conducted nine events since August. 

“The Aston was not a productive 
place ... it’s not a place for fresh- 
men,” Matyas said. “Freshmen need 
more support.” 

Peter Smith, a resident of 
Kennedy Onassis Hall, noted that 
students need to take the initiative 
because resident assistants are 
often overwhelmed. He added that 


in JBKO, where he fives, eight floors 
are served by three RAs. 

“Students are apathetic,” Smith 
said. “When something is presented 
they just don’t want to get involved.” 

“(Resident halls) can just offer 
the opportunity,” he said. “I think it 
is more the student’s responsibility.” 

Stone also noted students often 
say they wdll come to events but 
actually do not attend. He added 
that coordinators of a recent trip to 
King’s Dominion “charged residence 
hall members a modest fee to ensure 
that people would come.” 

“'To be honest, (participation) 
varies. You’ll put together some pro- 
grams and everyone wants to come, 
and other times you will be lucky if 
you get one or two people,” he said. 

Events can attract anywhere 
from three to 100 people, Curtin 
said. But she added that several fac- 
tors affect participation. 

“Students have classes, intern- 
ships, committees, studying and 
some are just not interested,” Curtin 
said. 

But Stone also pointed out that 
participation is affected by the time 
of year. Turnout is low, for example, 
around finals. He said participation 
also fluctuates with the nature of 
the event. Students show little inter- 
est in educational events, but social 
events seem to attract a crowd. 

Stone said his hall’s Super Bowl 
party had such a large turnout that 
it was difficult to accommodate all 
the people. Informal get-togethers, 
such as “Bagel Brunches” to relieve 
stress, also attract students. 

But even if educational events 
may not attract as large a crowd as 
social events, Curtin said, “Even if 
one person comes out it is worth- 
while.”

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Insiderism at its best 


The Student Association provided some interesting reading material this 
week with its newsletter, the “Insider” (funny, we thought they didn’t want 
to be known as insiders), and its featured rant against the campus media by 
outgoing SA President Damian McKenna. 

We’re awfully glad McKenna knows so much about the media, so he can 
show publications like this newspaper and Independence Magazine the error 
of our ways. Why, according to our fearless leader, we’ve just been maiking 
up news all year! We’d like some examples of stories we “made up,” since we 
can’t think of any. McKenna apparently doesn’t know the difference between 
“framing” news and “creating” it. 

McKenna also says he wishes he hadn’t based so many of his decisions 
on what The Hatchet says. Guess what? We wish the same thing. A leader 
is supposed to go to the people, not just rely on a few news articles to make 
a decision. Apparently, it’s all this newspaper’s fault that our president spent 
more time “defending the SA Constitution” in the Moot Court room than 
actually talking to students and figuring out what needs to change around 
here. 

He also makes the incredulous assertion that protesting issues such as 
the student parking ban and the tuition hike was the brainchild of a few 
troublemakers on campus. “I thought there was some dire need to protest 
these things because The Hatchet said there was,” he wrote. “Well, they 
were wrong.” 

Pardon us? The protest at J Street may not have gotten students any 
concessions, but it was well-attended - and the members of groups like 
SAYIT are planning to keep close track of the tuition issue next year. 
McKenna’s comments just show how out of touch he is with the student 
body. 

Our SA president says the campus media is overly negative. It’s true that 
negative things go on here (and everywhere), and the job of the media is to 
let people know what those things are. We do not cover picnics and barbe- 
cues. We cover issues. 

For his part, McKenna says he thinks “GW is the greatest university in 
the world.” Hmm, someone better give Harvard a call. Pride in your school 
is one thing, but denying any problems - for example, the fact that a 6.9 
tuition increase is quite steep - is dangerously naive and does not befit a stu- 
dent advocate. 

The SA also took out a full-page ad in this issue promoting its achieve- 
ments this year. 'They might look at it, and McKenna’s comments, as dam- 
age control - but from here, it just looks like a big case of insecurity. If 
McKenna really had worked for students, there would be no need for dam- 
age control.

After a year of lobb 3 dng, stu- 
dents were convened from all over 
the University - that includes the 
editors of ceunpus papers, the pres- 
ident-elect of the SA, law and med- 
ical student leaders, and the heads 
of more than 15 other organizations 
- to talk to the administration 
about the tuition increase. The 
administration presented what it 
thought it needed to be fixed over 
the next year based on the SA’s lob- 
bying efforts this year. After a 
lengthy debate, all of the students 
present agreed that this increase 
had to happen if we wEmted this 
University to grow. I give credit to 
every student who attended that 
meeting. Some had little back- 
ground advocating for students, 
and I was impressed by everyone’s 
efforts to make sure eversdhing was 
covered by the increase. The only 
reason we are here now is because 
we knew that GW is going some- 
where. GW is going somewhere 
because they raised tuition to com- 
pete years ago. 

With that, I leave you with some 
advice about GW; 

• HAVE FUN. Too often student 
leaders take themselves too seri- 
ously. I was not bom to be SA pres- 
ident. I came here to learn and 
have fun. 

• There are too many groups 
doing the same thing on campus. 
The Program Board, Residence 
Hall Association and the Marvin 


Center Governing Board either rep- 
resent students or spend student 
fee money. Who is accountable for 
this? The SA. Students need to 
bring these organizations into one 
and then students will be truly 
powerful and would spend less time 
arguing with each other. 

• Never forget that the mE^ority 
of students are happy with GW. If 
they were not, then we would have 
a real problem. If you combine the 
Hatchet staff, the PB, SA, Euid 
other groups, you get only about 3 
f)ercent of the student body. This 
puts a lot of responsibility on these 
people. Sometimes student leaders 
forget that they represent a lot of 
happy people and act based on the 
problems of a few.

I’ve had enough and I can’t take 
it Emy more. This is an open letter 
to all members of the GW commu- 
nity, particularly those of you who 
don’t understand the concept of 
opinions and editorials pages. 

Now admittedly, I am writing 
this because my closest friends are 
Hatchet people. But I am also doing 
this for those of you who managed 
to get through undergraduate 
school and into a doctoral program 
without the ability to read a news- 
paper correctly. 

Most every- 
thing contained in 
a newspaper is 
straight news.

Hatchet’s agenda, like on “The X- 
Files.” 

So before firing off that ignorant 
letter to the editor about “The 
Hatchet’s inability to prioritize the 
articles they are publishing,” 
(“President’s naps not appropriate 
subject for op-ed page discussion,” 
'The GW Hatchet, April 28, p. 4) 
perhaps a bit of thought is in order. 
The OPINION pages are not arti- 
cles. They are not news pieces. 
They are the thoughts and feelings 
of members of the 
GW community. 
And it is not the 
responsibility of 
'The Hatchet, or 
any other news 
publication, to

The Washington Post often 
prints opinion pieces by George 
Will, David Broder and William 
Raspberry.

I wonder how some people 
make it so far in life without a rudi- 
mentary understanding of such 
basic concepts. 

In addition, those mini-pieces of 
opinion that appear unsigned are 
called house editorials. 'This is not 
an act of cowardice, but rather is 
standard newspaper form. 'They are 
issues voted on by all editors on the 
editorial board, and the majority 
opinion gets their voice heard. They 
are unsigned because they are an 
editorial board’s opinion. They need 
not be signed, because they reflect 
the opinion of the editorial board of 
the publication they appear in.

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Freshmen grapple with reality of life at GW

GWs high rate of retention - 88 
to 91 percent of students return 
after their freshman year - would 
seem to indicate that students get 
what they expect out of GW. 

But while some students said 
they are satisfied with their expe- 


rience at GW, others said their per- 
ceptions of the University do not 
match the reality they find here. 

At the same time, administra- 
tors said they are pleased with the 
retention rate, which they 
attribute to the better crop of stu- 
dents they said GW is attracting. 

“Over the years, a lot of the rea- 
son for students leaving was that 


they left to go to their first choice,” 
said Cheryl Beil, director of enroll- 
ment management. “Now we have 
an honors program, merit scholar- 
ships and we attract better stu- 
dents.” 

Some of the roughly 10 percent 
of freshmen who will not return 
next year, however, tell a different 
story.

“I don’t think that the George 
Washington University is the type 
of school that I want to continue my 
education at,” said Chris Loayza, a 
freshman who plans to return 
home next year to take classes. 

Loayza said his primary reason 
for not returning to GW is finan- 
cial. “Basically, I don’t want to 
waste my parents’ money . . . going 
to a college where I am not doing 
that well, and I am not sure in 
what direction I am going.” 

Beil agreed that finances are 
one reason for students leaving 
after their first year. 

“Students just can’t afford to 
attend GW and cannot afford to 
live in D.C.,” she said. “Or students 
who don’t do well might lose their 
merit aid. Parents are also saying, 
‘If you don’t do well, I am not gong 
to pay for you to go there.’ ” 

D.J. Jennings, a freshman who 
stopped attending GW following 
fall semester, said he has not 
returned due to twists of his “per- 
sonal fate,” as well as the fact that 
GW is £m expensive school. 

“It’s not like I was here and I 
hated it,” he explained. 

Jennings said he was surprised 
to discover “that the population 
was not really as diverse as it 
should be ... The percentage of 
minorities at this school is a lot 
lower than it should be.” 

“If you look at our freshman 
class, it is all New Yorkers,” he 
said. “It doesn’t feel like I am get- 
ting that far away from home. I 
was surprised and disappointed by 
that.” 

One incoming freshman who 
will attend GW beginning next fall, 
Deniz Birinci, has a perception 
much like the one Jennings had 
before coming to GW. Birinci chose 
GW rather than Northwestern, 
New York or Syracuse universities 
because of the school’s internation- 
al population, among other things. 

Birinci said in an e-mail mes- 
sage he hoped the academic load

T hey have a hit sitcom. They set hairstyle trends. They have their own 
cookbook. However, none of the cast members of “Friends” have 
starred in a blockbuster movie yet. And after Romy and Michele’s High 
School Reunion (Hollywood Pictures), this certainly will not change.

he who writes the story, rules the world,” Sandra 
^^Kammann said of the important lessons 
•’^embedded in storytelling. As director, choreog- 
rapher and contributing writer of the theatrical production 
“Crack Between the Worlds,” she strives to draw attention 
to under-represented and unexpressed views of history. 

Using this as her impetus for creation, Kammann 
brings this story of dancing and rhythm to the Dorothy 
Betts Marvin Theatre this weekend. She is a GW student 
completing her master’s degree in cultural anthropology, 
with a concentration in performance of myth and ritual. 
Kammann said she researched art as a shamanistic act of 
healing and combined this with her love for dance to put 
together the show. 

“Crack Between the Worlds” is a theatrical blend of 
dance, music and song, retelling the writings of ancient 
Greek authors. The name itself has a two-fold meaning - 
bridging the gap between the world of ancient Greece and 
our society and also bringing to life the world in which god- 
desses lived. 

The performance is book-ended with artistic rhythms of 
dance and the stage erupts with energy and song. In the 
middle of this impressionistic beauty lies the story, a weav- 
ing of works by Aeschylus and Euripides, told from the 
woman’s point of view. 

In an interview last week, Kammann explained her 
interest in creating a work that looked at what would have 
happened if the writers of the Golden Age in ciassical 
Greece were female. Offering a new look in both style and 
content, the ending of this tale provides a fresh, new twist 
on the ancient Greeks. Bringing back the voices of women 
during this time was a difficult undertaking by Kammann, 
who studied the ancient myths to recover a history written 
by men. 

Creativity is not something Kammann lacks. She is 


an acting teacher at the Studio Theater, and also a 
dance trainer around the city. She has danced in shows 
since she came to GW. Interestingly, she came to GW 
as an undergraduate on a debate scholarship intending 
to study law. She now has her own dance and theater 
troupe, “Sisters of One Eye,” to which many of the 
dancers in the production belong. 

The cast works closely together and incorporates a 
children’s dance group, “The Humming Birds,” with pro- 
fessional actors and musicians from the Washington 
community. Also, five GW students perform in the piece 
- Alesia Young, Giselle Ruzany, Teshina Wilson and 
Kristina Church, as well as student Luke Enos as an 
actor. Two GW alumni, Nancy Menapace and Heidi 
Rauch, also dance in the show. The dancers have been 
paired up with members of the children’s dance team as 
a shadowing program. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of the show is the 
passion and energy with which the artists perform, 
allowing themselves to become the characters they 
worked hard to create. In addition to the dancing, there 
are songs and dialogue, with a combination of hymns 
that were ancient religious poems. In-depth research 
went into creating the project, as Kammann said she 
studied Greek theater and the surrounding landscapes 
in Greece with a Cotlow Foundation Field Research 
Grant. Costumes of both the Minoan and Greek civiliza- 
tions were designed by Jane Phalen and Margaret 
Howard. 

The performance provides song and dance enter- 
tainment, but, as Kammann adds, it is not simply a medi- 
um of “escapism” for the audience. There is a story, firm 
as Greek columns, fit for building a social conscious- 
ness. 

Sandra Kammann’s “Crack Between the Worlds” will be 
performed May 3 at 8 p.m., and May 4 at 7 p.m., in the 
Dorothy Betts Marvin Theatre. Tickets are $12 for gen- 
eral admission and $7 for students and senior citizens.

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T he Smithsonian’s National Museum of American History attempts to 
honor Jackie Robinson and integrated baseball with the exhibit “Jackie 
Robinson and the Integration of Major League Baseball.” 

However, it falls a bit short. 

The exhibit, which is only a glass case rather than the full room 
Robinson deserves, only scratches the surface of what he and the 

Dodgers faced in 1947. 
Autographed baseballs and 
Dodger uniforms do not tell the 
whole story of the racist remarks 
and threats Robinson faced on and off the field. 

The exhibit does mention the Negro Leagues and how baseball changed 
after Robinson’s appearance. It mentions that Robinson won the rookie of 
the year award and was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown, N.Y. It briefly mentions his autobiography and his lecture tour. 
Larry Doby, the first black American League player, is also part of the display. 
But the exhibit does not say what needs to be said. 

The exhibit should examine how players, fans, coaches and the public

Romy and Michele's High School Reunion attempts to combine stupidity 
and humor.

uEC loses new charter suit 

Eourt rules that SA did not act unconstitutionally

I The Student Court refused to 
Uphold the new Joint Elections 
SCommittee charter April 25, ruling 
togainst two JEC members who 
ffiled a suit questioning the consti- 
jtutionality of the Student 
dissociation’s decision to revert to 
jthe old JEC charter. 

V An opinion will not be filed by 
}the court until law school exams 
^are completed. Both sides said they 
(are unsure what the decision will 
mean for the future of the SA and 
;the JEC. 

I Last October, the SA, the defen- 
jdant in the case, approved a reso- 
jlution stating that the SA would no 
i longer support the JEC charter 
starting April 1. The JEC charter 
adopted in the fall of 1996 would 
then be dissolved and the 1978 
charter would be in effect. 

“We support the 1978 JEC char- 
ter, we still follow the SA 
Constitution and we are fulfilling 
our constitutional obligations in 
every way,” said Peter Marquez, 
SA counsel in the case. 
i “We were not the real losers, the 
students were,” said Jeff Carroll, 
one of the JEC members who filed 
the suit. 

The dispute centers on the 
question of the representation var- 
ious student organization are 
granted in the JEC. The 1978 char- 
ter states that the JEC should be 
represented by five students - 
three from the SA, one from the 
Marvin Center Governing Board 
and one from the Program Board. 
The new charter grants each of the 
three organizations three spots on 
the JEC. 


The ruling came as no surprise 
to Carroll, who filed the case with 
fellow JEC member Andy 
Hamilton claiming that the SA vio- 
lated its constitution by attempt- 
ing to withdraw from the new char- 
ter. 

“The Court is there to perpetu- 
ate the SA, and it is not a place 
where any student cam get a fair 
shake,” Carroll saud. 

“What we are here to do today is 
to see if there is am SA violation ... 
any violation is a direct injury to 
every student,” Student Court 
Judge Wendy Feiner told the court. 

SA officials questioned the 
plaintiffs’ motives, claiming they 
were using the case to unseat a 
newly elected SA senator. 

After the official decision was 
handed dow^, Marquez said the 
issue addressed in the court had 
nothing to do with the “real” inten- 
tions of Carroll and Hamilton. 

“This is just a curtain,” 
Marquez said. “The case was just 
smoke and mirrors.” 

He said Carroll and Hamilton 
wanted to unseat Sen.-elect Bob 
Nelson (SMHS), whose victory was 
invalidated by the JEC. Nelson 
was reinstated after winning a 
lawsuit in Student Court against 
the JEC. 

Marquez said even if they had 
won their case against the SA, 
Carroll and Hamilton would have 
been unable to unseat Nelson 
because he was seated by court 
order. 

Carroll and Hamilton said they 
filed the lawsuit as “enrolled stu- 
dents concerned with the future of 
the campus elections process,” 
though both were members of this 
year’s JEC.

“Under which charter is the 
JEC operating?” Hamilton said. 
“The SA has acted in a manner 
which is irresponsible. Everything 
they did was essentially illegal.” 

“Has the SA violated the consti- 
tution? We contend, no,” Marquez 
said. “We are here for the students, 
and if the students have a problem 
we will listen.” 

Earlier this spring. Student 
Court Judge Chris Parker resigned 
to head President-elect Kuyomars 
“Q” Golparvar’s transition team, 
opening up a space for a new judge. 
Chief Judge Tbm Boer asked the 
Senate to induct a fifth judge, and 
SA President Damian McKenna 
appointed senior Nathan Curtis to 
the open position. 

Carroll said he feels the 
Student Court stepped outside its 
bounds. 

“It’s time for a new court to be 
formed,” Carroll said. “The fact 
that Mr. McKenna appointed the 
judge the night before the trial is 
absolutely absurd. 

The SA is responsible for 
appointing judges for the Student 
Court, and judges usually are 
appointed at the end of spring 
semester. Hamilton filed a 

motion of refusal less than five 
minutes into the court proceedings 
because he did not want Curtis on 
the bench for the case. In a 4-0 
vote, the court ruled in favor of 
keeping Curtis on the stand. 
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The GW Hatchet Commencement Guide 
will be out on Monday, May 12.

The GW women’s crew team 
had an impressive showing at the 
Atlantic 10 women’s rowing cham- 
pionships last weekend. 

GW placed second out of 11 
teams, and its six boats had two 
first-place and four second-place 
finishes at the meet in Camden, 
N.J. 

Massachusetts won the A-10 
title with a total of 49 points, beat- 
ing GW by only nine. 'Temple fin- 
ished third with 21 points. UMass 
had four first-place finishes, 
including a new A-10 record in the 
varsity eight race. ‘ 

“UMass is one of the top-ranked 
teams in the country. They’re 
ranked third so to beat them would 
have been great,” head coach Steve 
Peterson said.

In the lightweight eight final, 
GW finished first with a time of 
7:06.57.

GW also had a first-place finish 
in the novice eight- A race. The 
Colonial Women finished in a time 
of 7:07.72. UMass finished second 
in 7:12.50 and Temple finished 
third in 7:28.46. 

The varsity eight race was won 


by UMass, which finished ii 
6:26.6. GW was second with a tin^ 
of 6:37.73, and Temple was thirj 
with a time of 6:41.41. 

GW also placed second in th 
second varsity eight race.

On a night for memories, two 
members of the GW women’s bas- 
ketball family were looking ahead to 
careers in the Women’s NBA, sched- 
uled to begin its inaugural season 
June 22.
